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THE IRISH LAND COMMISSION. 


Monday, the 4 th day of July, 1887. 


It is this day ordered by the Irish Land Commission 
that the 4th Rule of the 20th May, 1887, be and the 
same is hereby rescinded, and it is further ordered as 
follows : — 

I. An order giving liberty to appeal, or to have a case 
stated, shall be prosecuted by the lodgment of the appeal 
in the office of the High Court, or of the draft case 
pursuant to Rule 76, with the Registrar of the Land 
Commission, within one month from the date of the order 
giving leave to appeal or to have such case stated as 
aforesaid, and if not so prosecuted within the period 
aforesaid the order giving such liberty shall at the 
expiration of the said period of one month stand dis- 
charged, unless the Court shall by special order otherwise 
direct. 

II. The 74th General Order of the 12th December, 
1883, shall henceforth be modified as follows, that is to 
say, in every case in which a notice of appeal from one 
Commissioner, or from a Sub-Commission, is served after 
the date of this order, the original notice of appeal duly 
stamped shall be forwarded to the Land Commission, and 
such original notice shall bear an endorsement of the 
time and mode of service on the opposite party. 

III. The 75th General Order of the 12th December, 
1883, shall henceforth be modified as follows : — In every 
case in which notice of appeal from the decision of a 
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Civil Bill Court is served after the date of this order the 
original notice of appeal, duly stamped, and one copy 
thereof, shall, within the time in said order specified, be 
lodged with the Clerk of the Peace, and both the original 
and the copy so lodged shall be endorsed with the time 
and mode of service upon the opposite party, and . the 
Clerk of the Peace shall forthwith transmit the original 
stamped notice so endorsed to the Land Commission, 
certifying as in said 75 th Order as mentioned. 

An Ordnance Survey map showing the boundary of the 
holding marked by a coloured line, and also a certified 
extract from the revised Valuation Book, shall in every 
case of appeal from a Civil Bill Court be lodged by the 
appellant with the Land Commission within one month 
after the transmission of the notice of appeal to the Clerk 
of the Peace as aforesaid. Every such map shall be 
marked with the date on which it has been last revised, 
and shall be initialed by the solicitor or party lodging 
it. 

The 54th Order of 12th December, 1S83, shall be 
amended by adding at the end thereof “ or the Landlord 
and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, or any Act or Acts 
incorporated with the said Acts or either of them.”
